HIS VIEWS OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION—II8 
OPINION OF STANTON—GRANT—JOHNSON—THE 
IMPEACHMENT ISSUE 1N CONG RE8S—FESSEN- 
DEN AND SEWARD.

T have just visited Senator Sumner and have 
had a very long talk with him on politics and the 
men of the hour. I cannot doubt that, however 
you may differ at times from our honored Sena- 
tor, you will be glad to present a correct state- 
ment of his views—the more especially as, with- 
in the last four years, he has been the first to an- 
nounce, and advocate the various measures which 
form to-day the “cardinal virtues” of the Repub- 
lican creed. 

Senator Sumner at home is one of the most in- 
structive and entertaining companions that I have 
ever met. Of all our public men, he is at once 
one of the ablest and most transparent. There 
are no dark holes and corners, and no intellectual 
labyrinths in his character. Toa Titanic strength 
of will in maintaining his principles, and to a 
mind of the best Roman fibre are united a Spar- 
tan directness of idea, and that unreserved frank- 
ness which is the noblest trait of the English 
character; and to those ifr whom he has confi- 
dence he is as open-hearted and communicative 
as aschool-girl. A strong, pure-minded, whole- 
hearted man; he talks of others and himself with 
equal freedom—not hesitating to lay open his in- 
ner life before you, and to let you into all the se- 
crets of his public career. Few men Jiving would 
dare to be as friendly to his friends as he is. 
Most men hold the key of their hearts in their 
own hands—but Charles Sumner’s latch is always 
on the outside. No man of average goodness 
would strike at him any more than they would 
strike a saint. His public career is a grand tri- 
umph of the moral elementin human natare; for, 
while Mr. Sumner is the friendliest of friends, he 
is not democratic in his habits, and he utterly de- 
spises political tact. Those who do not know 
him think that he is cold and aristocratic in his 
manners, although the reverse of this opinion is 
the truth; while it is none the less probable that 
his neglect of the arts of the political partisan 
would, but for his representative embodiment of 
morality in political affairs, long since have cut 
short his official life. 

One of my first visits to Mr. Sumner at his 
Boston home was made in the company of John 
Brown, to whom I introduced him. Ie lay on 
his bed, still suffering acute pains and utterly 
prostrated from the eflects of the blows of Brooks. 
John Brown had just come from JXansas, where 
two, of his sons lay Juried in bloody shrouds— 
victims, in their early manhood, to the same sav- 
age power which had stricken down the Senator, 
The old man asked to see the coat which Mr. 
Sumner had worn when the attack on him was 
made. He rose, walked feebly across the room, 
took it from a wardrobe and ‘handed it to John 
Brown. . And then I saw a historical picture 
which I would not willingly forget. The Sena- 
tor, half bent over, supporting himself as he stood 
by holding on to the bed-post—John Brown hold- 
ing up the bloody coat in-his left hand, looking at 
it with compressed lips and austere brow; it need-

Stanton has had confidence in him always; al- 
though Grant is so habitually reserved and taci- 
turn that it is difficult to know his real positicn.”

This 
is not like Grant, who is a thoroughly modest! to 
gentleman. Wellington, whom he resembles in 
some respects, was older and more experienced 
when he entered civil life and it is well-known 
with what distrust.

ducting wires, which are seven in number. The 
copper wire is about one hundred and seven 
pounds to the mile, and the gutta-percha cover- 
ing one hundred and seyenty pounds to the mile. 
No doubt is felt concerning the worth and dura- 
bility of the cable. The India Rubber, Gutta 
Percha- and Telegraph Works Company, who 
made it, have agreed to receive no pay until it 
has been found to give entire satisfaction after 
submersion. 

If the projectors of this great enterprise, the 
International Ocean Telegraph Company, follow 
up their present success—as it seems every way 
probable that they will,—by the prompt construc- 
tion of the other cables necessary to connect us 
with South America, they will accomplish a bril 
liant achievement, and a new epoch will be open 
to the commerce of the country and the world.

Byron axp THE Countess Guiccro.ii.— The 
Marquise de Boissy—better known as the Countess 
Guiccioli, in connection with Byron and Shelley 
and a now extinct circle, and therefore almost for- 
gotten—is about to publish, under the title “By- 
ron,” a two-volume book of reminiscences of 
her former admirer. They can scarce fail to be 
interesting. The fair—in 1820—Theresa and the 
poet were on the most intimate terms and each 
appeared largely in the correspondence of the 
other, as any one may verify who will be at the 
pains of running through the notes of Murray’s 
edition of “Byron,” republished by the Messrs. 
Appleton in 1848. ‘The love affair between Ma- 
zeppa and the Polish Theresa was believed to be 
drawn from passages in their personal history. 
She counselled a remodelling of “Sardanapalus,’’ 
which was adopted. It was at her request, and 
while on a visit to her at Dante’s tomb at Raven- 
na, that he wrote ‘‘The Prophecy of Dante,’’ and 
to her that it is dedicated. Various other of his 
pieces of a minor character were written to, for, 

-orof her. From one of Lord Byron’s letters, 
dated Nov. 8, 1819, and written, we suppose, from 
Ravenna, we must be permitted to quote. ‘To- 
night,”’ he says, “as the Countess Guiccioli ob- 
served me poring over ‘Don Juan,’ she stumbled 
by mere chance upon the 187th stanza of the first 
canto, and asked me what it meant.” [The 
stanza—in which ‘‘Madam’”’ is Donna Julia—is 
this: 

“For God's sake, Madam—Madam, here’s my 
master, 

With more than half the city at his back— 
Who ever heard of such a cursed disaster! 

‘Tis not my fault—1 kept good watch, alack! 
Do, pray, undo the bolt a little faster— 

They're on the stair just now, and in a crack 
Will all be here; perhaps he yet may fly— 
Surely the window's not so very high!’’] 

“I told her, ‘Nothing—but your husband js 
coming.’ As [ said this in Italian, with some 
emphasis, she started up in a frightand said, ‘Oh, 
my God! is he coming?’ thinking it was her 
own. You may suppose we laughed when she 
found out the mistake. You will be amused, as 
I was; it happened not three hours ago.” In 
July, 1821, when the fitth canto was about to be 

ublished, Lord Byron wrote—apparently to Mr. 

urray—‘' At the particular request of the Count- 
ess Guiccioli, I have promised not to continue 
‘Don Juan.’ You will therefore look upon these 
three cantos as the last of the poem. She had 
read the two first in the French translation and 
never ceased beseeching me to write no more 
of it.” We have quoted enough to show that, 
from the character of the intimacy between them, 
Lord Byron could hardly have had a more com- 
petent biographer—none, certainly, among those 
now living—than the author of the forthcoming 
volumes, which will be looked for with lively in- 
terest.—Aound Table. 2

Anovut Tomators.—Tomato Pudding.—Pour 
boiling water on tomatoes; remove the skins. 
Put in the bottom of the pudding-dish some bread- 
crumbs, then slice the tomatoes on them, season 
with sugar, butter, pepper and salt, add some 
more bread-crumbs, then the sliced tomatoes and 
seasoning; and if the tomato does not wet the 
bread-crumbs, add a. little water. Then for a 
small pudding beat up two eggs and pour over 
the top. Bake about twenty minutes. 

Tomato Catsup.—Take ripe tomatoes, and scald 
them just sufficient to allow you to take off the 
skin; let them stand for a day, covered with salt; 
strain them thoroughly to remove the seeds; 
then to every two quarts add three ounces of 
cloves, two of black pepper, two nutmegs, and a 
very little Cayenne pepper, with a little salt; beil 
the liquor for half an hour, and then let it. cool 
and settle; add a pint of the best cider vinégar, 
after which.bottle it, corking and sealing it tight- 
ly. Keep i? ¥lways in a cool place. Or, 

Take one bushel of tomatoes, and boil them 
until they are soft: squeeze them through a fine 
wire sieve, and add half a gallon of vinegar, one 
pint and a halt of salt, two ounces of cloves, quarter 
of a pound of allspice, two ounces of Cayenne 
pepper, three teaspoonfuls of black pepper, five 
heads of garlic skinned and separated; mix to- 
gether, and boil about three hours, or until re- 
duced to about one-half; then bottle without 
straining. 

Green Tomato Soy.—To one peck of green to- 
matoes, sliced thin, add one pint of salt; stand 
twenty-four hours; then strain and put them on 
the fire, with twelve raw onions, one ounce of 
black pepper, one ounce of allspice, quarter of a 
pound of ground mustard, half a pound of white 
mustard-seed anda little Cayenne pepper. Cov- 
er with vinegar, and boil until as thick as jam, 
stirring constantly to prevent burning. 

To Broil Tomatoes. —Wash and wipe the toma- 
toes and put them on the gridiron over live coals, 
with the stem down. When that side is brown 
turn them and let them cook through. Put them 
on a hot dish and send them quickly to the table, 
to be there seasoned to taste. 

To Bake Tomatoes. —Season them with salt and 
pepper, flour them over, put them in a deep plate 
with a little butter, and bake in a stove. 

Tomato Soup.—Wash, scrape and cut small the 

red part of three large carrots,.three heads of cel- 
ery, four large onions, two largéturnips; put them 
in a sauce-pan, with a teaspoonful of butter, half 
a pound ot lean, new ham; let them stew very 
gently for an hour; then add three quarts of 
brown gravy soup and some whole black pepper, 
with some eight or ten ripe tomatoes; let it boil 
an hour and a halt, and pulp it through a sieve; 
serve it with fried bread cut in dice. 
Tomato Wine.—Take small, ripe tomatoes, pick 
off the stems, put them in a basket or tub, wash 
clean, then mash well and strain though a linen 
rag; (a bushel will make five gallons pure; ) then 
add two and a halt to three pounds of good brown 
sugar to each gallon, then put it into a cask, and 
let it ferment as for raspberry wine. If two gal- 
lons of water be added to each bushel of tomatoes, 
the wine will be as good.

The consequences of 
this alcoholic panic among women are obviously 
more objectionable than its consequences among 
men. lor women, as a rule, are a little idle and 
a little vacant. ‘The women who take wine most 
liberally are commonly the most idle and the most 
vacant of al!. . The effect of stimulants upon peo- 
ple with active interests is bad enough in one | 
way; its effect upon people without active inter- 
ests is more than bad enough in another way. If 
ladies had their ‘rights,’ and so were allowed to 
work more, then they might also be permitted to 
drink more. Butto stimulate people, and then 
to provide them with no proper field for their 
stimulated condition, is about as certain and in- 
fallible a process for bringing them forward in the 
way which they should not go as we can think of. 
The topic is nota particularly pleasant one for hus- 
bands and brothers, and unless doctors pull up ia 
their zeal for strong and blood-heating drinks, it 
is likely to grow more and more unpleasant. 
Even children, like their elders, are presumed to 
suffer from low tone. ‘They, too, require wine and 
malt liquor, and what they are thus supposed to 
require they have given to them in appalling 
abundance. ; 

It is possible that this spreading taste for much 
strong drink may be in some measure a product 
of the salutary reaction against asceticism in all 
its forms. If so, it would be a very evil accident 
of a very wholesome movement. For to abandon , 
an asceuc life is not to seek a life bristling with ‘ 
artificial excitement. It is possible to avoid ascet-
